FI RST DAY, NOV. 24. 

The White River Annual Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, convened in its twenty-eighth session in the 
M. E. Church, South, in the city of Newport, Ark., at 9 a. m., 
Nov. 24, 1897, Bishop E. R. Hendrix presiding and conducting 
the opening religious services.

Dr. Barbee, book agent ; Revs. C. B. Mosely, missionary to 
Japan; O. H. Tucker, president of Quitman College; J. E. God- 
bey. editor of Arkansas Methodist; W. F. Grundy, Sunday 
School evangelist of the Presbyterian church ; G. W. Hill, agent 

of Hendrix College ; Cobb, representing the Missionary 

Board; W. C. Watson, of Little Rock Conference, and Mr. J. M. 
Workman, of the Arkansas Methodist, were severally introduced 
to the Conference. 
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Dr. Barbee addressed the Conference in behalf of the Pub- 
lishing House. 

Rev. G. W. Hill made a few brief remarks. 

Under Question 20. M. M. Smith, H. T. Gregory, J. S. 
Brooke and S. L. Cochran reported their districts, and their 
characters passed. 

Frank Hitter reported his district, his character passed, and 
at his own request his name was referred to the committee on 
Conference Relations for the superannuated relation. 

On motion of S. L. Cochran, the name of J. S. Watson wasi 
referred to the committee on Conference Relations for a superan- 
nuated relation. 

The name of Thomas Whitaker was called. His presiding 
elder stated that he had been suspended until Conference under 
report of investigating committee, and asked for a committee of 
trial, whereupon Bishop Hendrix announced the following com- 
mittee: J. H. Dye, chairman ; M. F. Collier, secretary ; J. I. 
Maynard, J. F. Jernigan, X. E. Skinner, W. A. Pendergrass, 
Frank Barrett, W. R. Foster, M. B. Umsted, W. F. Walker, H. 
C. Edmonson. 

W. W. Hendrix’ character was passed and his name referred 
to the committee on Conference Relations for the supernumerary 
relation. 

R. M. Manly, G. A. Dannelly, J. J. Alexander, J. D. Rut- 
ledge and W. R. Foster were called, their characters passed and 
they were referred to the committee on Conference Relations for 
the superannuated relation. 

Under Question 1. J. C. Croft, W. R. McAllister and A. E. 
Horton, recommended by the Batesville District Conference, 
stood approved examinations and were admitted on trial. 

Under Question 2 — Who remain on trial! W. M. Wilson, 
E. H. Wallis, W. P. Talkington and K. R. Durham reported 
their works, having stood approved examinations, their charac- 
ters were passed, they were continued on trial and advanced to 
the class of the second year. 

W. M. Findley was discontinued at his own request. 

Drury H. Colquette was discontinued by vote of the Con- 
ference. 

K. Far- 
ris and A. E. Holloway reported their charges, their characters 
passed, their examinations were approved, and they were elected 
to elder’s orders.

G. W. Hill at 7 p. m., and that Bishop Hendrix would preach 
the Thanksgiving sermon to-morrow at 11 a. m. 

The names of R. B. Macon and R. R. James were added to 
the committee on Books and Periodicals. 

After various announcements, the Conference adjourned, 
with benediction by Bishop Hendrix. 



SECOND DAY, NOV. 25. 

Conference was called to order by Bishop Hendrix at 8:30 
a. m., and the opening religious services were conducted by A. 
M. R. Branson. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and approved.

Dr. C. C. Godden, president of Galloway College, was intro- 
duced to the Conference. 

Under Question 1. C. L. Castleberry, recommended by the 
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Batesville District Conference, was presented, his examination 
was approved, and he was admitted on trial. 

Under Question 2. James T. Seaton and Zebedee D. Lind- 
sey reported their charges, their examinations were approved, 
they were continued on trial and advanced to the class of the 
second year. 

On motion, the vote whereby W. M. Findley was discon- 
tinued was reconsidered, and Conference voted to continue him 
on trial. 

Under Question 8. John W. Harper, George G. Davidson, 
Tlios. J. Taylor, Herschel Y. Johnson and James M. Williams 
reported their charges, their examinations were approved, and 
they were elected to deacon’s orders. 

J. G. Parker was discontinued at his own request. 

T. W. Fisackerly reported his charge ; his examination was 
approved, he being already a deacon. 

W. W. Gibson reported his charge ; he was not before the 
committee ; he was continued on trial in the class of the second 
year. 

Bishop Hendrix called George G. Davidson, T. J. Taylor, 
Herschel A". Johnson, James M. Williams, Willie M. Wilson and 
J. W. Harper to the chancel and charged them concerning their 
preparation for admission, and announced that at 9 a. m. to-mor- 
row he would deliver the address to the class for admission into 
full connection. 

Under Question 7. W. B. Roe, W. B. Ricks, Fred. Little 
and W. E. Hall reported their charges; their examinations being 
approved, their characters passed, and they were advanced to the 
class of the fourth year. 

E. N. Pitts was not before the committee ; his report was 
given, his character passed, and he was continued in the class of 
the third year. 

H. H. Hunt, student to Hendrix College, not present on ac- 
count of sickness, was continued in the class of the third year. 

Under Question (i. The president announced the name of • 
A. H. Williams, transferred from the Arkansas Conference.

Under Question 12. F. M. Smith reported his charge, his 
examination was approved, his character passed, and he was 
elected elder.

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elected to deacon’s orders. 

Under Question 14 — What local preachers are elected elders ?

On motion, the time for adjournment was fixed at 10:45. 

On motion, to-morrow morning, immediately after the ad- 
dress to the class for admission, was fixed for the time for the 
selection of the place for the next session of the Conference, and 
for the election of delegates to the General Conference.

The committee on Public Worship announced that A. M. R. 
Branson would preach at the Methodist church at 3 p. m., and 
C. C. Godden at 7 p. m. 

After various announcements, the Conference adjourned for 
Thanksgiving service at 11 a. m. 



THl RD DAY, NOV. 26. 

Conference was called to order by Bishop Hendrix at 8 :30 
a. m. N. E. Skinner conducted the opening religious services. 1 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and approved. 

A communication from the secretary of the Ep worth League 
was read by the secretary and referred to the Conference Board 
on Ep worth Leagues. 

Under Question 7. George Wilkinson reported his work, 
his character passed, his examination was approved, and he was 
advanced to the class of the fourth year. 

F. S. H. Johnson, of Hendrix College; A. H. Williams, 
transferred from the Arkansas Conference; J. H. Paschall and 
Nelson B. Henry, of the St. Louis Conference, were introduced 
to the Conference. 

Dr. Barbee made some announcements. 

The credentials of J. B. Woodin were surrendered to the 
Conference. 

T. J. Settles reported his work, his character passed, and 
his name was referred to the committee on Conference Relations 
for the superannuated relation.

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Thos. J. Taylor, -John W. Harper, George G. Davidson, Her- 
schel V. Johnson, James M. Williams and T. W. Fisackerly were 
ealled to the chancel, and. after a very fitting address by the 
bishop, were by vote of the Conference severally admitted into 
full connection. 

After stating the condition of J. S. Watson, S. L. Cochran 
asked for a contribution, and the Conference gave him $50. 

The order of the day being, next, the election of delegates, 
the president appointed J. I. Maynard and N. E. Skinner tellers 
for fhe clerical and F. E. Taylor and H. C. Edmonson for the 
lay delegates. There were four ballots cast for the clerical dele- 
gates, resulting as follows : 

First ballot — No election. Second ballot — S. H. Babcock was 
elected. Third ballot — No election. Fourth ballot — J. H. Dye 
was elected, and, M. M. Smith receiving the next highest num- 
ber of votes, the secretary was instructed to cast the vote of the 
Conference for him, and he was declared elected alternate dele- 
gate. 

There were eight ballots for lay delegates, which resulted as 
follows : 

First, second and third ballots — No election. Fourth ballot 
— A. L. Malone was elected. Fifth and sixth ballots — No elec- 
tion. Seventh ballot — R. R. James was elected. Eighth ballot 
— No election. J. R. Metcalf receiving the highest number of 
votes, the secretary was instructed, on motion of the lay dele- 
gates, to cast their vote for him, and he was declared elected al- 
ternate lay delegate. 

On motion, the time of adjournment was extended in order 
to select the place of the next session of this Conference. 

Forrest City, Marianna and Clarendon were put in nomina- 
tion. Clarendon received the highest number of votes, and on 
motion it was unanimously selected as the place for the next 
Conference. 

The committee on Public Worship announced that F. S. H. 
Johnson would preach at 3 p. m., and that Bishop Hendrix would 
deliver the address at the Missionary Anniversary at 7 p. m. in 
the Methodist church. 

Various announcements were made, and Conference ad- 
journed, with benediction by C. C. Godden. 



FOURTH DAY, NOV. 27. 

Conference met at 8:30 a. m., with Bishop Hendrix in the 
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chair. Rev. A. C. Millar conducted the opening services. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and approved.

We, your committee appointed to investigate the charges against the 
moral character of Bro. Whitaker, beg leave to report that we have care- 
fully and prayerfully considered the same, and find the first and second 
specifications sustained by the evidence, but the third is not sustained by 
the evidence. We adjudge his suspension from the ministry and the Con- 
ference until the next annual session of this body.

The report of the committee on the Spiritual State of the 
Church was read and adopted. 

Report of the committee on Memoirs was read and adopted. 
It was moved that Conference adjourn to meet after service 
to-morrow night.

REPORT OF TH E BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

A communication from the corresponding secretary of the 
General Conference Board of Education, Dr. Bingham, reports 
the very gratifying intelligence that throughout Southern Meth- 
odism the cause of Christian education moves forward and the 
“outlook is hopeful.” It affords this Conference Board pleasure 
to be able to co-operate, in so far as is possible, with the General 
Board in all measures recommended by it. Therefore, in accord- 
ance with its wishes we recommend : 

1st. That our pastors more generally observe “Children’s 
Day,” and on that day emphasize the matter of Christian educa- 
tion ; thus tending toward the training up of a generation believ- 
ing in and inclined to support the cause so vital to our future 
prosperity. 

2d. That as a Conference we use all diligence to collect the 
$140 assessed for the uses of the General Board, and the $100 
assessed for Paine and Lane Institute. 

3d. That the first Sunday in May be set apart as a day for 
the preaching of a sx>ecial sermon on education, as required by 
the Discipline, and for the taking of collections for the cause of 
education in all our congregations where it is at all practicable. 

VANDERBILT UNIVERSITY . 

A communication from the Tennessee Conference was re- 
ferred to your Board, indicating an action of recent date as em- 
bodied in the following resolution by that Conference : 

Resolved, That the time has fully come when the control and owner- 
ship of Vanderbilt University should be in the General Conference, and 
that to this end we declare our willingness to transfer to that body all 
rights, title and interest we have in said University, and hereby solicit the 
co-operation of all the Conferences represented and the Board of Trust in 
securing this desirable end. 

2d. That until this is accomplished we adhere to the status secured 
to us by contract, which gives us a controlling voice in the appointment of 
our representatives on the Board of Trust. 

Your Board considers this action of our sister Conference a 
wise and timely one, and we do most heartily concur in and adopt 
that resolution as our own, feeling that this great institution will 
be in the safest and best possible hands if controlled by our Gen- 
eral Conference. 
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HENDRIX COLLEGE. 

President Millar, of Hendrix College, appeared before your 
Board in person and made an oral statement concerning the finan- 
cial and other conditions of the College. In addition we had be- 
fore us a written document setting forth more minutely the im- 
portant details. The report given of the institution is most grat- 
ifying. An increased enrollment of nineteen over last year, an 
unusually regular attendance and a larger per cent, of collegiate 
students in attendance are among the indications of growing 
prosperity. Soon after the opening of the session a revival oc- 
curred, in which a number were converted, two young men 
yielded to a call to the ministry, and the missionary spirit was 
strengthened. The general religious tone of the College is re- 
ported as most excellent. Its financial condition for quite a long 
time has been a cause for uneasiness, but happily under a bonded 
indebtedness drawing a less rate of interest, and other favorable 
conditions, there is no immediate danger of this valuable prop- 
erty being diverted from the control of the church. Its present 
value, grounds, buildings, library, etc., is estimated at $70,000. 
Number of teachers, 8; students, 153, of which 28 are ministe- 
rial and 15 children of ministers. 

We regret the meagreness of our Conference collections and 
the small amount which has been turned over in aid of this our 
own College. And we recommend: 

1st. A continuance of the educational assessment and a 
more industrious effort on the part of our pastors to collect in 
full their apportioned amounts for education. 

2d. The re-appointment of J. T. Henderson as Trustee. 

3d. We approve of the plan to readjust the debt of the 
College, and promise co-operation with agents and trustees to- 
ward funding its indebtedness and securing an endowment. 

4th. We recommend the appointment of Rev. J. K. Farris 
and Hon. F. P. Laws as a visiting committee. 

5th. We reiterate our endorsement of the plan of the Board 
of Trustees for establishing Academies correlated with the Col- 
lege. 

6th. The financial agency of Rev. F. S. H. Johnson is en- 
dorsed, and we hope he may be able to devote his full time to 
the work. 

GALLOWAY COLLEGE. 

The cheerful and hopeful views entertained concerning the 
future of Galloway College by its president. Dr. Godden, is mat- 
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ter for gratulation and should give pleasure to all interested in 
this splendid institution. The following is his report and also 
that of the Board of Trustees : * 

The ninth annual session of Galloway College opened September 16, 
1897, with a large and intelligent student body and a faculty experienced 
and competent. 

The course of study is thorough, embracing the following depart- 
ments: School of English, including Anglo-Saxon, School of Ancient 
Languages, School of Modern Languages, School of Mathematics, School 
of Physical Sciences, School of Philosophy, School of Elocution, School of 
Physical Culture, Schools of Art — 1, Instrumental Music; 2, Vocal Music; 
8, Drawing, Painting, Designing, etc. 

Despite the great financial stringency that has affected the whole 
country, the hoarding department of Galloway numbers this year 101, the 
total enrollment 223; while the departments of Music, Art and Elocution 
are well represented by classes of enthusiastic workers. The number of 
students taking the regular work looking to the completion of their courses 
is larger than ever before. 

The principal features that this year commend Galloway to our peo- 
ple are the remarkably healthy condition of the students and faculty, the 
wholesome table fare, the excellence of the appointments of the home life, 
the superior instruction, the extensive curriculum, and last, but most im- 
portant of all, the social and moral tone of the school. Strong in its pres- 
tige, especially favored in its location, Galloway College has, we believe, 
a future of yet wider achievement, and will always aim to stand in the 
front ranks of progressive education. 

Our finances are yet in an unsettled condition, but we have reason to 
believe that they will be so shaped that we can manage them without great 
difficulty, especially if the church will come to the aid as she should. The 
College and the management not only need the financial help of the church, 
but also need her sympathy and interest. The bond issue is practically a 
failure. No headway could be made in placing the bonds, and we have 
ceased to make any effort in that direction. Had we been able to place 
the $25,000 of bonds, as it appeared that we ought, the College would have 
been on a footing that would have led to a phenomenal prosperity. 

We have no complaint to make, and, content to forget the past, we 
only look to the future. With a debt of practically $30,000, there is no 
reason why the church and the College could not pay it off in a few years. 
We are determined bv such careful management that no more debts shall 
be created. During the administration of President Godden every finan- 
cial obligation for repairs and the running of the school has been promptly 
met, and the prospect is for a handsome income over and above these nec- 
essary expenditures. The College at no time in its history has so fully 
enjoyed the confidence of the people. The church cannot afford to be in- 
different to its success. 

Your Conference Board shares in the good hopes and be- 
lieves in the brighter prospects of the College. The president 
impresses us as a “man of God,” alive to his responsibility and 
the great work he has in hand. We endorse entirely his admin- 
istration and the management of the Board of Trustees. And 
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further, we feel called upon to urge a greater diligence on the 
part of the pastors of White River Conference in assisting and 
sustaining by all means in their power this institution. Every 
pastor within our bounds should feel morally obligated to do 
liis best toward sending one or more students to the College. 

It was suggested and recommended that an entirely new 
Board of Trustees be elected for the White River Conference. 
Accordingly, the following names are presented : Lav — L. E. 
Moore, F. M. Daniel, Theo. Maxfield ; clerical — Julien C. Brown, 
W. B. Ricks, Fred. Little. As a visiting committee, we suggest 
the names of 8. F. Brown and J. M. Phelps.

REPORT OFTHE BOARD OF JVtlSSIONS. 

To the President and Members of White River Annual Conference: 

Your board is glad to note that, although we have had both 
floods and drouths in the bounds of our Conference, there has 
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been a slight increase in our mission collections in the past year 
over preceding years. We would, however, call attention to the 
fact that, though our assessments are very small — about twenty 
cents per member — we are paying little more than sixty per cent, 
of these assessments. They could and ought to be paid in full. 
We fear that the chief difficulty is to be found in the lack of mis- 
sionary knowledge and zeal on the part of us pastors. As a rule, 
missionary pastors make missionary people — “like priest, like 
people.” The truth is, we all need to study fully this question 
of the salvation of the countless millions of the heathen, to have 
the fire of Pentecost on our heads and in our hearts, and to drink 
more deeply of ttye spirit of Christ, that we may be thoroughly 
in sympathy with Him in His great work, purpose and plan of 
redeeming love. Then we will not be afraid to tell men of their 
duty and privilege in this matter, and will not be apologizing for 
presenting the cause, and pleading the poverty of the people as 
an excuse for their failure to obey the command of their Lord. 

We note with great joy the bright outlook of the work in 
the various foreign mission fields, and the successful efforts on 
the part of the native churches for self-support. This surely 
seems to be the tide which, if taken now, will lead on to the 
Christianization of the world. 

We offer for consideration and adoption by the Conference 
the following resolutions : 

Resolved, That we, the members of the White River Confer- 
ence, pledge ourselves to greater effort to create a missionary 
conscience and to endeavor to secure a contribution for the cause 
of missions from every member of our respective charges. 

2d. That we preach on the subject of missions in every 
congregation, disseminate our missionary literature — especially 
the Review of Missions and the World for Christ — among the 
people, and begin taking our collections early in the year. 

3d. That we comply as far as practicable with the Discipli- 
nary provision for organizing our Sunday Schools into mission- 
ary societies and the holding of a missionary mass meeting in 
every charge. 

W e recommend that W. B. Ricks be re-appointed missionary 
secretary. 

We heartily endorse and commend the splendid work of the 
noble women of the various missionary societies, together with 
the juvenile societies under their auspices, in the bounds of our 
Conference ; and ask the preachers to encourage and help these 
good women in their work. 
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The board has had under careful review the Domestic Mis- 
sions of the Conference. Our preachers serving missions bring 
for the most part gratifying reports. The board has helped nine- 
teen charges, and has tried to make wise and judicious appropri- 
ations.

REPORT ON EPWORTH LEAGUES. 

To the President and Members of the White River Annual Conference: 

We, your committee on Ep worth Leagues, beg leave to sub- 
mit the following report : 

We are gratified to note an increase in our League work dur- 
ing the past year to the extent of six additional Leagues, with 
127 increase in membership, making a total of forty-five Leagues 
and 1,436 members. We note, further, that the increase has 
been chiefly in the Helena and Newport Districts. 

In view of the helpfulness of the District Leagues, we recom- 
mend the organization of District Leagues in each presiding eld- 
er’s district which has no such organization. 

After carefully considering the communication sent us by 
the general secretary of our League, in which he says the ten- 
cent assessment plan is not sufficient to meet the necessary ex- 
penses of the League, we recommend that the General Confer- 
ence put the entire Epworth League work in the same relation to 
the church which the Sunday School sustains. 

We recommend, further, that the Epworth Era — which is 
our League organ — be commended to the members of our Leagues 
by our pastors, and that each League select from its members one 
or more agents to press the circulation of the Era among the 
young people of our church. 

We further recommend the literary course prescribed by our 
League, and urge its adoption by all our Leagues. 

We respectfully recommend to the consideration of all our 
pastors the requirements of our Discipline concerning the organ- 
ization of Epworth Leagues in every charge.

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REPORT ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

To the Bishop and Members of the White River Conference: 

Your Sunday School Board beg leave to submit the follow- 
ing report : 

We are glad to state that there is an increase in the number 
of schools and scholars, and that the collections for literature 
and the cause of missions are much better. There is room for 
improvement, however, as there is still much work to be done. 
We believe that the hour has come when we should realize the 
great opportunities that are before us and the magnitude of the 
work which we are called to do. Our literature is of the very 
best, and, from the report of the General Board, we find a large 
increase in its circulation. The Sunday School Magazine has a 
circulation of 37,000. Its very high merit entitles it to a place 
in every Methodist home. 

The General Board is seeking to prepare a complete direc- 
tory of pastors and people, which will be helpful to all con- 
cerned. 

There seems to be a more general observance of Children’s 
Day, but so long as there is a charge that does not observe it as 
the Discipline directs, we are sadly derelict. Of the eighty-eight 
charges in the Conference, only thirty-four have made any report 
to this Board. We understand that some of the charges have 
included the money raised on Children’s Day in their report on 
the collections ordered by the Conference. Others have for- 
warded money to the General Board and have failed to report to 
us. The result is, the report of this Board will not correspond 
with the report of the statistical secretary. From the charges 
reporting we have received $184.83. Of this amount $18.40 has 
been paid to A. L. Malone, Treasurer Conference Board of Edu- 
cation. The same amount will be forwarded to the General Sun- 
day School Board at Nashville. After providing for needy Sun- 
day Schools we have a balance of $137.52, one-half of which we 
have paid to A. L. Malone, and the other half will be forwarded 
to Nashville. While we have not done what we should, it will be 
seen that the amount raised on Children’s Day this year is quite 
an increase over last year. We urge upon the pastors and Sun- 
day Schools a more general and faithful observance of this day.

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IN M EMORI AM. 



WILLIAM HENRY BATTEN. 

William Henry Batten was born in Henry county, Tennessee, 
Sept. 11, 1853; was converted and joined the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, in 1872 , under the ministry of Rev. James Richard- 
son in Decatur county, Tenn. He was married to Mary A. Curtiss 
Sept. 12 , 1873 . From this union there were born nine children, eight 
of whom preceded the father to the Land of Rest. Brother Batten 
was licensed to preach Sept. 17 , 1886 , by the Quarterly Conference 
of the Clinton Circuit of the Memphis Conference. In October, 1887 , 
he moved to Missouri and supplied the Clarkton and Malden charge, 
of the Southwest Missouri Conference, where many were added to 
the church under his ministry. In 1888 he served the Poplar Bluff 
Circuit, in 1889 the McDonald Circuit, and in 1890-91 the Gatewood 
Circuit. In 1895 Brother Batten transferred to the White River 
Conference and was assigned to the Beebe Circuit, where he did a 
most wonderful work: more than 100 souls were converted under 
his ministry during the year. In 1897 he was sent to Mt. Pisgah 
Circuit. During the year he attended the Camp Meeting at Beebe, 
where he received the assurance of the abiding presence of the Lord, 
or, as he termed it, “Full salvation.” He did not believe in the 
removal of the Adamic nature through sanctification. He was not 
an extremist in anything. 

The year on the Mt. Pisgah Circuit was in many respects a hard 
one. Brother Batten’s health was failing and the demands of the 
work were too great for his declining strength. Sickness prevented 
him from holding his protracted meetings. He tried three times to 
hold one of them, but was unable to do so. After partially regain- 
ing his strength he commenced his meeting at New Hope Church, 
where, after preaching four sermons, he was again taken sick, and 
on Tuesday returned home. In a few days congestion set up and 
after a short time he passed over the last river. 

To his wife and only child he said: “I am leaving you in the 
hands of the Lord.” He frequently shouted the praises of the Lord. 
Again he would say: “The whole earth is tilled with angels clothed 
in garments of white.” Then he would clap his hands, saying: 
“Praise the Lord !” On Sunday, Sept. 26, the last day of his earth- 
ly life, at about 12 o’clock, he opened his eyes, threw up his hands 
and shouted, “Hallelujah!” and died in a few moments. Thus 
William Henry Batten passed away. He fell at his post. One of 
our best and purest men has gone. He leaves a wife and one child 
to mourn their loss. 

Faithful in life and strong in death, he has left our ranks here 
to join the ranks of the brethren and loved ones above.
